Millionnires do not 
seem to be in a hurry to die, with 
the result that last year the death 
duty receipts did not como up to 
anticipations, . Whether the Trea- 
sury is banking on some of tast 
year’s “expectations” dying more 
jn uecordance with schedule in the 
~oming twelve months, and je fram- 
ing its estimates accordingly, has 
‘sot been disctosed! _ 

Speaking generally, it must be 
eonceded that Mr. Chamberlain's 
Budget is featureless when con- 
trasted with ‘the’ emergency Pro- 
vosals put forward last September 
by Lord Snowden. The situation 
then, with a prospective deficit of 
£74,000,000, called for drastic re- 
medics, and these were certainly 
applicd to good effect. Indeed, the 
Snowden plan, which completely 
changed the outlook, yielded nine 
millions* more than was expected. 
This naturally simplified Mr. Cham. 
berlain’s task. Boiled down, the 
new Budget suggests the likelihood 
of a deficit of £1,700,000 on the 
basis of existing taxation, but even 
on the moderate estimates put for- 
ward, there is a prospect of a Aur- 
plus of £796,000 when ‘the proposed 
new taxes come into operation. 
Tho position is satisfactory, but in 
views of the heavy burden of taxa- 


tion under which the people of the | 


Old Country are still struggling, it 
might reasonably have been hoped 
that some rellef would have been 
afforded. Instead of that, it looks’ 
distinctly. probable that living 
costs may go Up as a consequencd 
of the ten-tax proposals. It may bo 
nound finance, in face of continued 
‘uncertainties, to consolidate the fin- 
ancinl! position-and ask: the people 
‘to be patient n little longer, but 
there is such o thing as straining 
the patience of the taxpayer, who, 
on Mr, Chamberlain's own admis- 
sion, has saved the situation by his 
rense of duty and citizenship. It 
is admittedly something to be proud 
‘of that, at ‘n time when other na, 
‘tons, ard finding it impossible to 
balance their budgets, Britain 
should have #0 well managed her 
financial problems as to come out 
on tho right side. But the ques- 
tlon does ariso whothor Mr. Cham- 


whose sacrifices have mado ft pos- 
sible for him to report such a sound 
position. ar ee 

The situation is, of course, ren- 
dered somewhat uncertain by rea- 
gon of the fact that the war dcbts 
and reparations issucs still remain 
unsettled. The Budget contains no 
provision. under these hendings. 
Everything will.depend in this con- 
nexion on the outcome of the Lau- 
sanne Conference. If, 08 1s indi- 
cated, Mr. Hoover does not intend 
to extend tho moratorium, a fur- 
ther complleation will be in- 
troduced, but it is obvious that 
there can be no really worldwide 
trade revival until reparations and 
war debts have been finally got out 
of the way. How and when that 
will happen, time qlono will show. 
In the meantime, these obligations 
and expectations have to be kept in 
suspense 80 far a8 British finance 
is concerned. 


‘Trade Wars. 


At the present moment when 
there is still much talk of persuad- 
ing the Powers to declare & boycott 
upon Japan, it might be enquired 
whether anybody has any adequate 
notion of how such a boycott should 
be organised and enforced. Very 
considerable as is the trade — be- 
tween Britain and Japan, at its, 
largest it engages the attention of 


comparntively fow British business | 


houses. In 1980 Britain bought 
from Japan’ £8,064,000. Exports to 
the aame country were £8,229,000, 
Imports are almost whol-.

chinery and manufactured — goods. 
Should Britain, either independent- 
ly or in connexion@with the League, 
declnre a boycott, it would) mean 
imposition of heavy. loss, probably 
of bankruptcy, pon a group of im- 
porters and manufacturers.

I resent, for Instince, 
the distinct possibility that J 
might be asked to start’ up the 
aeroplane by swinging the propel- 
ler. Why all aeroplanes should 
not be fitted with sclf-starters 1 
cannot conceive, in view of the 
fact that a perfectly eMcient start- 
cr {8 actually on the market, Bx- 
perts object to the suggestion on 
the grounds that. ,a self-starter 
means added weight. 

This is indisputable, but the. 
added weight is so very email and 
is not sufficient to interfere with 
the efficiency of the machine in 
view of the added safety anil add- 
ed convenience. A_ propellers at 
speed can do infinite damage to 
something far more resisting than 
myself. ‘ 

iE the pursuit of safety seems 
to be about as far from the acro- 
plane designer's mind as Australia 
is from England; in other words, 
just nbout os for as it cnn be. 

Let us look at the first of the 
three objections which I have men- 
tioncd above—the question of 
Speed. Every aeroplane, 18 all 
the world now knows since all the 
world-bar one—is now, air-mind- 
ed (this according to’ my wife), 


has a certain speed below which it 


cannot safely’ fly, and another 
speed, a few miles per hour slow- 
er, at which it cannot fly at all. 
‘Acroplane designers hnve been 
engrossed in, making aeroplanes

which will fly faster and faster. © 
They have not been devoting their 
minds to the far moro ‘Gmportaut 
‘point of reducing the apeed at 
which an aeroplane will fly and thus 
enabling a machine to land ‘very 
much more slowly and consequent- 
ly very much more safoly. In 
other. words, acroplane designers 
have been all out to capture the 
market which undoubtedly oxiats 
for-spoed and moro epecd, to cxp- 
tivate the imagination of the man. 
who has.a large amount of monoy 
t@spend, and will spend {t on buy- 
ing a fost racing motor car. 

I confess thnt this attitude is 
beyond me. 1 cannot understand 
why, .since. an aeroplane designer 
has to lve like anybody olse, he 
should deliborately eschow the big 
market for the small one. Thore 
aro far more people who will buy 
cars in which thoy are more com- 
fortable and will get about at a 
reasonable speed than there are 
peopla who will buy second-hands . 
from Brooklands; and so it must 
be with flying, if all the world {8 
nir-minded. : 

* a . 

Commercial acroplancs, of 
course, require speed, but thore 
{a plenty of room for the designer 
of tho safe ncroplanc as well, and 
with very few exceptions (notably 
the introduction of slotted wing 
and of the autogiro) there has 
‘been no invention towards the 
road of safety; atl designers seem 
to have gone by the aide-road lead- 
ing to apeed and still greater 
speed, : : 
To an extent, of course, ‘this ia 
understandable. Wright in 1908 
and Blerlot also, and a little later 
Dunne and the brothers Henry 
and Maurice Farman, produced 
machines to fly—and all - good 
health to them. Then camo that 
disturbance known as the Great. 
War, nnd with its peculiar needs. 
one of the most important being 
the necessity of apeed, which gave 
predominance to any Alr Force. 
But the war ended in 1918, and 
since then with designers it hay 
still been purely a question of in- 
creasing the speed and not aiming 
at lowering it and making flying 
more safe. ‘ . 

Tho excuse of the war does not 
seem to me still to exist after over 
thirteen years, particularly a8 
commercinl designers scem to be - 
makirig it more diMecult for them- - 
sélvea to acquire vast profits, by 
suggesting inconsistently by the 
machines they produce that the 
demand for private ‘acroplanes is 
limited to the big sports car own-

My second obsection—the lack: 
of visibility “in the modern acro- 
plane—is a most important one te 
me, 1 get into an aeroplane: 
rise into the air and I seo, ab- 
solutely nothing except struts and 
planes and bits of engine. Occa- 
sionally I catch a glimpse of the 
horizon, and. it is usually at such 
an angle that T wish J hadn’t™' 
seen it. I am told-that it Is not 
long before a pilot recovers from 
this feeling and {s able to see cos 
paratively well, but the range of 
vision is definitely limited to a - 
degree which docs not scem to mc 
to be compatible with safety. a 

Collisions in tho alr are by po 
means unknown, and many of 
theae could have been avolded had 
a clear vision been allowed the 
pilot by the designer. In this the 
modern aeroplane has gone back 
definitely from those produced: at 
the beginning of the war by the 


brothers Farman.

WUCHOW NOTES 


ANOTHER BRITISH . 
- PLANE, 


Wuchow, Apr. 19. 

A large srey biplane arrived in 
Wuchow from the enst yesterday 
morning, and several hours later 
left the air ficld for Nanning. 
The plane is alleged to be anothar 
one of the shipment of fourteen 
large planes which a British acro- 
plane concern is supplying the 
Kwangsi Provincial Government. 
The workmen installing © Wu- 
chow'’s waterworks system are at 
present erecting wooden forms 
and- adjusting reinforcement fron 
preparatory to pouring concrete, 
which {s.to be used in constructing 
the reservoir which will later 
supply the elty with water. Tho 
alte selected for the storage 
system is on a high knoll over- 
looking the city on the cast ‘side. 
All of the water mains havo 
already been laid in the streets, 
and the majority of the piping, 
which connects the houses to the 
mains, also has been completed. 

Work on thé new Wuchow Post 
OMce building continues to make 
progress, although the recent 
period of inclement weather was 
not conducive to building opera- 
tions.

DECREES FOR SHANGHAI 
WOMEN 


A decree nisi for divorce was 
granted to Mra. Kiatna Dunscombe, 
now Hving at Windsor, but formerly 
of Shanghai, by Mr, Juatice Bateson 
in the London Divorce Court on 
Monday March 21, on the ground 
of tho alleged adultery of hor hus- 
hond, Dr. Willlam K, Dunscombe, 
pathologist to the Municipal Coun- 
cil of Shanghai, with a woman at 
the Savoy Hotel, Broadway, Shang- 
hal, on dates in December 930, 
and January 1981. Thore was no 
defonce to tho case. 

Tho marriage of Dr. Dunscombe 
and Mrs, Dunscombe took place in 
January 1929, while Dr. Dun- 
scombe was in the Government 
Hospital, Hongkong, with 
discased hip, The couple 
wards lived at Repulso Bay, 
Queen's Gardens, Hongkong, 
the doctor obtained tho post of 
pathologist to the: Shanghai 
Municipal Council, - Juat before 
he left. for Shanghal tho wife 
alleged that sho noticed’ a change 
in his manner towards her. He 
seemed preoccupied and interested 
in nothing but his work. Mrs. 


Dunscombe, after o visit to Eng-_ 


land, went to Shanghal in October, 
1980. Sho becatne suspicious of 
her husband and gave instructions 
to enquiry agents and as o result 
of the enquiries made sho told her 
husband that sho would not live 
with him any longer. 

_ She went to Japan but later re- 
turned to Shanghai. She did not 
go to live with her husband who 
hnd gone to reside at his club. 
Sho alleged that Dr. Dunscombe 
had committed adultery with a 
woman whom he had met at a 
cabaret ond nfterwords taken to 
the hotel. - 

Evidence of Thomas Mitchell of 
Clarke’s Detective Agency, Shang- 
hai, and of William George Clarke 
who waa said to be an Assistant 
Commissioner of Police at Shang- 
hal, was rend on affidavit to the 
judge. 

After hearing the evidence, Mr. 
Justice Bateson, a8 stated, granted 
n decree nisi. i 


A Second Cane. 


Mr: Justice Bateson, in the same 
rourt on Monday, March 21, heard 
tho undefended petition for divorce 
of Mra. Mary Agnes King, now 
giving her address as Angmering, 
Sussex, England, but formerly of 
Shanghai, who alleged that her 
husband, Arthur Cecil King, o 
manufrcturers' agent, had com- 
mitted adultery in Shanghai in 
September, 1929. 

The marriage of Mr. and Mrs. 
King took place at the Consulate 
General in Shanghai in October, 
1926, and they afterwards went 
through a religious ceremony at 
Holy Trinity Cathedral Church, 
Shanghai, After 1 honeymoon in 
England, the couple returned to 
Shanghai, ‘At first, the marriage 
was happy, but then the wife 
alleged that the husband started to 
stay out late at vera and neglected 
her. By the year 1928, Mr. and 
Mrs. King were occupying separate 
bedrooms and a deed of separation 
was entered into in May, 1929. 
Later the wifo heard rumours 
bout Mr; King and subsequently 
obtained information upon which 
she now petitioned for a divorce. 

The evidence given on affidavit 
of Harold Sydney Peake, of Hart 
Road, Shanghai, accountant to the 
Shanghal Telephone Company, and 
of Viadimir Duntry Stoopin, a 
private, enquiry agent, of Junker 
Road, Shanghal, was. read to the 
Court, 

Mr. Justice Bateson, after hear- 
ing the evidence, granted Mrs. 
King a decree nisi for divorce.

DETAILS OF PROJECT 
NOW AVAILABLE. 


On January 1, 1088, a vehicular 
ferry service will commence run- 
ning between tho now Hongkong 
pier and Kowloon. Three boats 
aro being built, ‘for the sorvicc, 
at the Hongkong ond — Whampoa 
Docks, at an eatimated cost, of 
$1,800,000. They will bo operated 
by the successful tendorers for tho 
service, tho Hongkong and Yaumatl 
Ferry Company, Ltd. 

The new . ferries will. have 6 
length of 180 feot and a beam of 41 
foot 6 . inches.’ Thoy will be 
capable of a speed of 10 knots an 
hour, and will crosa tho harbour in 
approximately nine. minutes. , 

Tho three ferries are to run 
from Hongkong to plers at Jordan 
Road, Mongkoktsul and Shamshul- 


10. 

P Each ferry will have three decks. 
Tho bottom ‘deck will be capable of 
taking 12 large motor lorries, and 
will have accommodation for third 
clnss passengers. On the middlo 
deck the second class passengers 
will be accommodated, ond first 
class passengers will have apace on 
the top’ deck. foe 

All ferries will bo fitted with 
Gardiner Diesel engines of tho 
J-type. Each will have two sets of 
engines and each set will be cap- 
able of developing 400 horse power. 
Auxiliary engines will also 
fitted. 

Big Wharf Available. 

There will bo five berths at the 
main Hongkong wharf, which will 
be 460 fect long and 300 fect wide. 
Tho piers are being built by tho 
Government and will be ready for 
sorvico by the .end of this year. 
The gangways will be operated by 
electric ‘machinery of the typo 
alrendy installed on the new Gov- 
ernment ferry wharves at Mongkok 
and Shamshuipo. 

“Second and third class pas- 
sengers will bo checked through 
turnstiles, but this method of 
entrance will not be used by the 
firat class passengers. : 

Ample accommodation for pas- 
sengers is to bo provided at the 
waiting paces. ‘ 

Tt is proposed to run a 15-minute 
service from 6 a.m. to 7 a.m. and 
from 10 p.m, to 12 midnight. Be- 
tween 7 ‘a.m. and 10 p.m. boats will 
run at 10 minute intervals. 

- From midnight to 8 am. It fs 
intended that boats shall run every 
16 minutes, and if the demand war- 
rants it, the 16 minute service will 
be maintained until 6 a.m. 

It ig expected that the rates to 
be charged will be considerably 
lower than those set out in the 
Government Gazotte. 

On the Kowloon side there will 
be a parking space for 200 cars, 
Seventy of these’ may be placed 
tinder cover, A ‘bus sorvice will 
radiate from the plors at Kowloon 
for the benefit of passengers.

were made and shipped within 27 
hours of the samplo being obtained. 
The gas was first used on April 22, 
1916, and it was almost at onco 
reported to be chlorine. By, the 
evening of the 24th, o limited num- 
ber of respirators mado by Bolgian 
civilians wore sent up to the tren- 
ches; but for many days most of 
the troops facing tho gas cylinders 
were without any mens of protec- 
tion and it was not until May that 
the respirators from England were 
issued to them. : 

This Is not intended In any way 
ag a dispnragement of-the British 
chemists. But {t so happens that 
next Friday, tho seventeenth an- 
niversary of this gas attack, & 
short actount.of the battle will be 
given on the wireless; and Isteners 
will have difficulty in reconciling 
the above statement with | what 
actually occurred. If it Is correct, 
either the experts took an inord{n- 
ately long time to confirm that the 
fas was chlorine, or else the Army 
authorities were criminally negli- 
gent in delaying the Issue of the 
respirators. Even when the Iatter 
arrived they consisted of mere 
strips of cloth which, in the absence 
of chemicals, were recommended to 
be treated with any Hquid available 
in the trenches. j

In the straight forcing system, 
slams are arrived at when intel- 
ligent bidding between partners 
revenla that the combined — two 
handy hold seven or cight quick 
tricks, Seven to seven and one- 
half quick tricks in the two hands 
will generally produce a ‘amall 
alam, while efuh 
half quick tricks will 
produce a grand slam. 

The beginner at contract shautd 
remember, however, that there are 
many pitfalls on the rond ta’ a 
successful slam—such aa dis- 
tribution, duplication of | values 
and so forth. An almost certain 
amall slam should not be jeopat- 
dized for a doubtful grand slam, 
and It is better to miss the few 
alamy that come up in an evening 
than to sacrifice the many game 
bonuses. Again let us warn you 
that there ure thousands of points 
more Jost in cach year in un- 
successful slams than ‘are. won 
with slams that are bid and suc- 
cessfully made. 


Suerifice Bidding. 


Sacrifice bidding plays an im- 
portant part in the game of con- 
tract. You should familiarize 
yourself with vontrnet scoring’ 80 
that you can readily sum up the 
possible number of points a pair 
will make if their contract is 
suceessful, and by contract bid- 
ding, you may be able to take a 
worthwhile sacrifice. 

Very often you are called upon 
to choose whether to double the 
bid of an opponent or to bid for 
game yourself, Under the present 
contract svoring, the — various 
scores are roughly valued’ 
follows 

A partial score of 40 points or 
more, due to the ndvantageous 
position it gives you, is “worth 
about 200 pointa. 

The first game (or first leg), is 
worth about 400 points. : 

The rubber game (or second 
ley) ix worth about 600 points. 

‘A successful amall slam, if nut 
vulnerable, is worth about 1,000 
points. 

A successful small slam, if vul- 
nerable, is worth about 1,400 
points. : : 

Contract rubbers averaye to run 
between 900 and 1,000 points. 

It does not generally pay to take 
over a 600-point penalty at any 
time. : 

The preportion of contract scor- 
Ing to auction is about two and 
one-half to one, although contract 
rubbers generally average to last 
a longer perfod of time, which 
might reduce this figure to two to 
one, When a side is vulnerable 
and they make a game-going de- 
claration which you double, the 
swing can ensily average to be 
worth two average rubber games; 
therefore, don't double doubtful 
contracts, especially when it will 
give them yame.

PLEA BY CHAIRMAN OF 
CHINA ASSOCIATION. 


London, Apr, 20. 

A strong plea for cooperation be- 
tween China and the League of 
Nations was made by Mr. Ss. F 
Meyera, the Chairman, at the an- 
nual meeting of the China Asso- 
clation. . : 

He declared that the League had 
been called upon to participate in 
solving 2 problem of international 
peace in the Far Eaat endangering 
the world, The League could help 
China with men ‘and money, and 
would not seek to establish foreign 
control in China but to show her 
how to control herself, He meant 
League tutorship and not tutelage, 
namely expert teaching of the arts 
of modern government without a 
yuin attempt at Guardianship. ° 

Chinn could benefit much from 
outside assistance, while there was 
no doubt as to the advantages the 
west would obtain from a rehobi- 
litated China, : 

With internal peace, the Chinese 
share of world trade, both as a 
producer and a consumer, would in-

BRITISH PIECEGOODS 
INCREASE 


According to the official returns 
compiled by the Statistical’ Branch 
of tho Imports ‘and Exports Do- 
partment, the total value of im- 
ports of merchandisc into tho 
Colony during tho, first quarter: of 
1932 nmounted to $170,746,698, o 
deerense of $16,187,888 o8 compar- 
ed with the corresponding quarter 
of 1931. Exports totalled $117,- 
081,183 a declino of $13,099,613, 

For the twelve months ended 
March 31, 1932; imports were 
valued at $721,652,771, an increase 
of 79,163,691: as compared with tho 
corresponding period in 1980-1931, 
while exports totalled $528,960,225 
an increase of $31,904,201, the com- 
parative figures being glyen below: 

Imports Exports 
1924/5 .,. $582,027,063 $509,914,613 
1980/01 ... 642,309,180 496,956,024 
1931/82 ... 721,662,771 528,950,226 

The most. notlcenble feature of 
the ptece yoods mmports figures is 
the greatly incrensed share of this 
trade enjoyed by Great Britain In 
the first quarter of 1932, the 
British share amounting to 66.6 
per cent., as ngainst the Japancse 
share of 4.9 per cent. .and the 
North China share of 24.3 per cent. 


NO COLLUSION. 


JAPANESE DENIALS OF 
SOVIET ACCUSATIONS. 


. Tokyo, Apr, 20. 

Emphasising that there never 
can be pence in the Far East with- 
out friendly relations betaveon 
Russia and Japap, the War Offico 
hos issued a atatement to the Preas 
categorically denying the Sovict 
accusations of Japanose military 
aggression at the instigation of 
White Russians. 5 

The accusation that the Japanese 
Army and White Ruesians aro in 
collusion is characterised o5 a 
gross slander. It is asserted that 
the Army has never employed or 
ngaisted the Whites, 

The statement declares that the 
Japanese military authorities aro 
exerting their utmost efforts to 


restore peace and order in Man-' 


thuria and Mongolia, but they hava 
absolutely no intention of violating 
tho Soviet rights of territory. 

In conclusion the statement hints 
that the completion of investiga- 
tions into tha dynamiting of tho 
Japanese troop’train is Ukely to 
reveal that Conimunists were {m- 
plicated although reliance is placed 
on the word of ao certain high 
Sovict officia! who Is quoted as 
having complained that the activi- 
ties of the lower grade Communists 
.ire frequently embarrassing. —

Hymans arranged to confor with 
Mr. Nagaoka. and Mr. Yen this 
morning. ; 

The draft resolution empowers 
the Commission at the request of 
ono of the. parties to pronounce 
when tho timo has arrived, when a 
complete withdrawal can ba rea- 
sonably effectablo, hoping that any 
decision will be unanimovs, but 
falling unanimity, any accision 
takon by the majority will be valid. 
Tho Chairman will havo a- casting 
vote. It urges the partics to the 
dispute to resume nogotistions, and 
animated by the determination for 
a rapld conclusion, begs tho apecial- 
ly Interested Powers to continue 
their assistance. 

It concludes by saying that In 
the event of failure on agreement, 
the whole question may be brought 
for the conalderation of tho full 
nasembly.— Reuter,

A CAUTIOUS BUDGET 


Of all the adjectives which have 
been used by the London Press in 
describing Mr Neville Chamber- 
Inin’s Budget, “enutious’ is pro- 
bably the one which = most 
truthfully reflects, the spirit in 
which the nation’s finnneial = pro- 
blems have been fuced. Indeed, it 
will net be at all surprising if, 
by this time next year, it is found 
that the Chancellor of the Ex- 
‘chequer hns been unduly conserva- 
tive in, his estimates of income. 
There are, happily, prospects: of 
improving’ trade and more employ” 
ment, and, if these are renlised, 
the financial situation, should be 
correspondingly bettered, Mr. 
Chamberlain, however, ig npparent- 
ly content to err, if at all, on the 
right side. Millionaires dv not 
seem to be in a hurry to die, with 
the result that last year the death 
duty receipts did not come Up to 
antici pations. Whother the ‘Trea- 
aury is banking om some of last 
vyeur's “oxpectntions” dying more 
jn accordance with schedule in the 
roming twelve months, and is: fram- 
ing its estimates accordingly, has 
not been disclosed! ; 

Speaking generally, it) must be 
conceded that Mr. Chamberlain’s 
Budget is featureless When ‘con- 
trasted with the emergency pro- 
vosuls put forward last September 
vy Lord Snowden. The situation 
then, with a prospective deficit of 
£74,000,000, culled for drastic re- 
medies, and these were certainly 
applied to good effect. Indeed, the 
Snowden ylan, which completely 
changed the outlook, yielded nine 
millions more than was expected. 
This naturally simplified Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s task. Boiled down, the 
new Budget suggests the likelihood 
of a deficit of £1,700,000 on the 
bagis of existing taxation, but even 
on the moderate estimates put for- 
ward, there {gs a prospect of a sur 
plus of £796,000 when the proposed 
new taxes coma into "operation, 
The position is gutisfactory, but in 
view of the heavy burden of taxa- 
tion under which the people of the 
Old Country are atill struggling, it 


might rensonably have been hoped |,” 


that some relief would have been 
afforded. Instead of that, it looks 
that living 
costs may go up as o consequence 
of tho tea-tax proposals. It may bo 
sound finance, in face of continued 
uncertainties, to consolidate the fin- 
ancial position and ask the people 
to be patient a little longer, but 
there ia such o thing og straining 
the patience of the taxpayer, who, 
on Mr. Chamborlain’s own admis- 
sion, has saved tho situation by his 
senso of duty and citizenship. It 
is admittedly something to bo proud 
of that, at av {ime when other nn- 
tions are finding it impossible to 
balance their budgets, Britaln 
should have 80 well managed hor 
finanelal problema ns to como ‘out 
on the right side, But tho quea- 
tion docs arisé whethor Mr, Cham- 
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optimistic view of the position, and 


shown some reflection “of that at-- 


titude by granting rellof to those 
whose Bacrifices have mado it pos- 
siblo for him to roport such # sound 
position. : yes aot 

Tho situation 1s, of course, ren- 
dered somewhat uncertain -by rea- 
gon of the fact that the war debts 
and reparations isstics still remain 
unsettled. The Budget containg no 
provision under these headings, 
Everything will depend in this con- 
nexion on the outcome of the Lau- 
sanne Conference. If, an ig indi- 
ented, Mr. Hoover docs not Intend 
to extend tho moratorium, a fur. 
ther ‘compleation will be in- 
troduced, but it Is obvious that 
there can.be no really worldwide 
trade revival until reparations and 
war debts have been finally got out 
of the way. How and when that 
will happen, time alone will show. 
In the meantime, these obligations 
and expectations have to be kept in 
suspense so far 48 Britieh finance 
is concerned. - 


Trade Ware. 


At the present moment when 
there fs still much talk of .persuad- 
ing the Powers to deelnure a boycott 
upon Japan, It might be enquired 
whether anybody has ny adequate 
notion of how such a boycott should 
be organised and enforced. Very 
considerable as is the trade be- 
tween Britain and Japan, at its 
lurgest it engages the attention of 
comparatively fow British business 
houses. In 1930 Britain bought 
from Japan £8,064,000. Exports to 
the same country were £8,229,000. 
Imports: are almost whol- 
ly of silk; exports largely of ma- 
chinery and manufactured ‘goods. 
Should Britain, either independent- 
ly or in connexion with the Lengue, 
decture a boycott, it would mean 
imposition of heavy joss, probably 
of bunkruptey, upon a Kroup of im- 
porters und manufacturers, What 
would be the attitude then towards 
this-limited class upon whom would 
fail the entire coat of disclipling 
Japan? Would its Jona. be made 
good from the trensury? When # 
nation goes to war its young men 
within certaih age limits become 
universally subject to conscription, 
They enduro on, the battlefeld in- 
credible suiferings, und even sacri- 
fiee of thelr lives. Long acquice 
facence in this form of barbarism 
hag elevated it: to something Ike 4 
religion, and youth is expected to 
be.antisfied by being told that it is 
sweet and glorious to die for one’s 
country. There are signs of revolt 
against this theory. But up to the 
present time, it hus not been per- 
misible under the law to seize the 


property of individuals for.warlike |, 


purposes without due compensation. 
Those of us who have urged that 
there is no ‘saeredness to property 
which does not accrue ¢cven in 
higher degree to human life, and 
that therefore capital, wealth, 
should be as subject to conscription 
ag man power, have been told that 
under the Constitution this is im- 
possible. It may be truc. But if 
it is impossible would it be pos- 
sible to put the entire burden of 
disciplining «a refractory and ng- 
gressive nation, Japan or uny other, 
upon the limited group of business 
mon having trade relations with 
tht country? We , do not 
know that = this | matter has 
ever —- been adjudicated, We 
doubt indeed - whether it has 
ever been given serious considera- 
tion by the authorities, To-day 
there is certainly cnough discus- 
sion of a boycott to justify some 
gort of official declaration as to how 
and at whose expense this trade 
war, only relatively less costly than 
war of the usual sort, could be 
waged. 5

LADIES’ TRIUMPH 


A magnificent closing speech by 
Miss Curtin proved the deciding 
factor. in the vote at tlie Y.M.C.A. 
dobnte fast night, and following 
the brightest and most entertain- 
ing discussion of the scason, tho 
Indy speakers won the day and 
secured the acceptance of the 
motion “That the Profcasions have 
been improved through their 
adoption by woman,” by 68 votes 
to 84, ' 

From the opening address of 
the proposer, the debate attained 
a high) standard) of whimsical, 
witty and trenchant argument, 
nnd the wordy ducl between the 
men nnd women provided one of 
tho most entertaining evenings of 
the winter programme of the 
Y.M.C.A. 

Miss K. P. Curtin, who proposed 
the motion, pointed out that 
through the ages woman had lJent 
to many professions her powers 
of stimulation, Inspiration, sym- 
pathy, tact, Intuitive discernment 
and passionate determination, un- 
acknowledged of men save by the 
rare few. In support of thia Miss 
Curtin mentioned Cleopatra, who 
made such successful excursions 
into the realm of polities, the 
Queen of Sheba, Queen Elizabeth 
and Queen Victorian. 'n the realm 
of.nart they had Salome in ancient 
timen ond Pavlova in) modern 
times as examples of women who 
had contributed much to the 
dance, whilé in literature there 
was Sappho in ancient Greece, 
Jane Austin, the: Brontes, Alice 
Meynel! and many | others in 
modern England, In dramatic 
art there was Mra, Siddons, Duse. 
Dame. Ellen Terry and Dame 
Sybil Thorndyke, although it} had 
to be recognised that) woman's 
érentive work in the Arta was 
only just beginning, and it: would 
have to be left to future ages to 
decide the full extent of | her 
powers in this fleld. 


Woman's Special Qualities. 


The speaker went on to refer to 
the obvious value of women in the 
nursing, medical ound teaching 
professions, and said that tn the 
legal profession woman brought 
special — qualities, particularly 
that stthtlety so essential to the 
Jegat mind. Shakespeare had 
himself immortalised her powers 
in this direction in his chanac- 
terisation of Portia. 

Finally Miss Curtin attributed 
the following: qualities to woman, 
showing how, through them, she 
was improving the professions :— 
Moral = and physical courage, 
fortitude, incredible endurance of 
paln and hardships, determina- 
tion, relinbility and devotion to 
duty, : 

Mr, A. FE. Jeffries, who led the 
opposition, was in a humorous 
mood, and gave the audience ‘the 
benefit of some of his wittiest 
observations and epigrams. He 
quickly got down to his points. 
“Are there among you uny 
Who, having to undergo a serious 
operation, would go on the table 
content in the knowledge that the 
knife was being held by a 
woman?" he asked. In navigation 
and engineering, women had only 
encroached, as they had inthe 
othor professions, but had added 
nothing to them, The teaching 
profession had been the fashion 
for women for many years, yet he 
would bring before them the 
pitiful case of 1 woman to whose 
lot ft fell the task of fitting the 
speaker (Mr. Jeffries) to meeting 
the world!

Delcourt stated that 
in 1926, Messrs. Optorg sold 50 
enses of suiting at $4.80 while 
plaintiff only sold ten, In_ 1927 
Optorga sold 99 and pluintift yold 
26. 


Jt was not until the met Mr.

On January 1, 1938, '0 vehicular 
ferry service: will commence run" 
ning between the new Hongkong 
pler and Kowloon, Three boata 
are being built, for the sorvico, 
at the Hongkong and Whampoa 
Docks, at an catimated coat of 
$1,800,000. ‘Thoy will be operated 
by the successful tenderers for the 
service, the Hongkong and Yaumati 
Ferry Company, Ltd. : 

“The new ferries will have .o 
length of 180 fect and a beam of 41 
foot G: inches. Thoy” will bo 
capable of a speed of 10 knots an 
hour, and will cross the harbour in 
approximately nine minutes. 

Tho threo ferries aro to run 
from Hongkong to piers at Jordan 
Rond, Mongkoktau! and Shamshul- 


0. 

. Each ferry will have three decks. 
Tho bottom deck will be capable of 
taking 12 large motor lorries, and 
will have accommodation for third 
class passengers. On the middlo 
deck the second class passengers 
will be accommodated, and first 
class passengers will have space on 
the top deck. 

‘All ferries will be fitted with 
Gardiner Diesel engines of . the 
J-type. Each will have two deta of 
engines and cach set will be cap- 
able of developing 400 horse power. 
Auxiliary engines will alsa be 


fitted, a 
Big Wharf Available. 

There will be five berths at the 
main Hongkong wharf, which will 
be 460 fect long and 300 feet wide. 
The piers are boing built by . the 
Government and will be ready for 
service by the end of this year.

It is 
intended that boats shall run every 
16 minutes, and if the demand war- 
rants it, the 16 minute service will 
be maintained until 5 a.m: 

It ia expected that tho rates to 
be charged will be considerably 
lower than thoso set out in the 
Government Gazette. 

On the Kowloon side’ there will 
be a parking space for 200 cars, 
Seventy of these may be placed 
under. cover. A ‘bus service will 
radiate from the plors at Kowloon 
for the benefit of passengers.

The Fitst Gus Attack.

” Sir,—I,do not’ know on what 
authority Mn Dovey stated in his 
interesting “Chemistry” speech 
that when poison gas was. first 
used in France 80,000 respirators 
were made and shipped within 27 
hours of the sample being obtained. 
The gas was first used on April 22, 
1916, and it was almost at once 
reported to be chlorine. By the 
evening of the 24th, o Iimited num- 
ber of respirators made by Belgian 
civilians were sent up to.the tren- 
ches; but for ma 4 days most of 
the troops facing the gas cylinders 
were without any means of protec- 
tion and it was not until May that 
the respirators from England were 
isaued to them. 

This is not intended in any way 
ns n disparagement of the British 
chemists. But §t so happens that 
next Friday, the seventeenth an- 
niversary of this gas attack, a 
short account. of the battle will be 
given on the wirelcas; and Iisteners | “' 
will have difficulty in reconciling 
the above statement with what 
actually occurred. If it is correct, 
either the experts took an inordin- 
ately long time to confirm that the 
yas was chlorine, or else the Army 
authorities were criminally negli- 
gent in delaying the issue of the 
respirators. Even when the latter 
arrived they consisted of mere 
atrips of cloth which, in the absence 
of chemicals, were recommended to 
be treated with any Hquid available 
in the trenches.
